Acco rding to Ju dge Lewis, the affi­ 
dav it was filed in a ju stice o f peace 
co u rt in Indianapo lis and inv o lv es a 
cheek fo r abo u t $25 giv en to a lino ­ 
ty pe co mpo sitio n co ncern there last 
Octo ber. 
The check, it is said, was 
pro tested by a lo cal bank and retu rn ­ 
ed. 
So o n afterw ards, it is stated, 
the amo u nt o f the check was made 
go o d with a draft and the m atter was 
su ppo sed to be clo sed u ntil recently 
the lino ty pe co ncern presented a bill 
fo r abo u t $.‘125 fo r metal they said 
had been shipped to Mercer and nev ­ 
er retu rned.

The docu ment receiv ed nine signa­ 
tu res. Ten y ears later it was sent ou t 
again and receiv ed 8 00 signatu res of 
German medical men, 11G of whom 
were professors. 
In 1913 a great antialcoholic meeting 
was held in the Pru ssian hou se of dep­ 
u ties, Berlin. The honorary president 
was the German chancellor, Dr. v on 
Bethmann-Hollweg, and on the commit­ 
tee of honor all the Pru ssian ministers 
■were represented and hu ndreds of em­ 
inent men of the empire. 
Doctor Jen­ 
sen, inspector general of the Berlin 
schools, called forth mu ch applau se 
when he said that “the edu cation of 
y ou th is ab solu tely impossib le with­ 
ou t an antialcohol 
element in 
it.” 
Since then su ch instru ction has b een 
made a part of the regu lar cou rse in 
the pu b lic schools of Germany , and 
entire cou rses in that su b ject are of­ 
fered b y the great u niv ersities.

In the disgu ise of 
harmlessness he prey s on ignorance 
and carries into ou r homes the germs 
of some of the most common and fatal 
diseases that afflict this cou ntry . 
This is the way he performs.

fly feeds at a spittoon which has ju st 
b een u sed b y a consu mptiv e. 
On his 
hairy feet and b ody he carries away 
tu b ercu losis germs.

ty phoid patient. Or he ex plores a dead 
animal and loads u p with pu trefaction 
b acteria.

Failure of Border Conference 


Alters Plans. 


President W ilson Still Determined to 


Avoid Intervention, If Possible, anr*

Force Him to Change His Mind. 


Washington, May 13.— Failure on 
the part of Generals Scott and Obre 
gon to reach an agreement at their 
conferences on tfrp border has result­ 
ed temporarily, at least, in an aban­ 
donment of the chase after Villa. 
Unable to obtain use of the Mexi­ 
can railroads for the provisioning of 
the forces now in Mexico, General 
Funston, 
it 
was 
authoritatively 
learned at the war department, has 
ordered 
General 
Pershing to draw 
back all his advance columns and to 
establish his base north of Namiquipa, 
less than two hundred miles south of 
the border. 
For the present, at least, it was in­ 
dicated by Maior General Tasker N 
Bliss, acting chief of staff of the army, 
General Pershing will devote his at­ 
tention to policing the area lying be­ 
tween his new base and the border, 
pending developments. 
Therefore, 
it 
was 
stated, 
unless 
V illa abandons his place of hiding and 
has the temerity to attempt in person 
another raid in the direction of the 
American border, the chances of the 
American forces ever catching him 
are slim. 
Although the character of the ex­ 
pedition into Mexico has completely 
changed, insofar as it affects 
the 
original purpose to get Villa dead or 
alive, Secretary of W ar Baker, 
an­ 
nounced that no change of policy 
would come and the troops would re­ 
main in Mexico. 
General Scott has been ordered to 
Washington. 
General Funston, Sec­ 
retary Baker said, had been ord* r to 
report to his headquarters at San An­ 
tonio. 
It was declared that the president 
w'as still determined to avoid inter­ 
vention, if it was possible to do so, 
and that only an overt provocation, 
such, for example, as an attack in 
force by Carranzistas on Pershing’s 
column or on the border, would force 
him to change his mind. 
W hile the war department is pre­ 
pared, if necessary, to send an addi­ 
tional regular army fort e to the bor­ 
der and the president is ready, should 
Funston deem it necessary to order 
out more national guardsmen, it was 
declared by Secretary Baker that at 
present there was no intention of do­ 
ing either. 
In Mexican embassy quarters here 
the situation is viewed with some 
alarm. 
W hile it is declared that Car­ 
ranza will undoubtedly do everything

The riot, in which 
nearly 1.000 boys participated, began 
when the pupils were locked in the 
school yard.

Until there has been a sufficient 
lapse of time to demonstrate that Ger­ 
many has really effected this pledge, 
the attitude of the United States will 
remain about as it has been for the. 
past month toward the imperial gov­ 
ernment. 
Apparently no effort is going to be 
made to placate the German govern­ 
ment or to re-establish a mutual feel­ 
ing of good will. 
This was the policy

vestigation of the state of affairs.

Sir Maxwell and other military au­ 
thorities, the premier conferred with 
the civil authorities of Dublin. 
One of the first steps taken by Mr. 
Asquith upon his arrival in the Irish 
capital was to urge upon the com­ 
mander of the British forces a speedy 
investigation into the execution of 
Editor Skeffington. of the Irish Citi­ 
zen. 
Skeffington was shot without 
trial, it is charged, and his case has 
done much to arouse discontent among 
the large sections, not only in Ireland, 
but throughout the United Kingdom. 
The premier's office is being flooded 
with telegraphic appeals for a cessa­ 
tion of the government’s “ extermina­ 
tion policy” against the Irish leaders. 
These appeals have taken the face of 
an organized protest movement, car­ 
ried on both in Ulster and Nationalist 
counties. 
All England looks with anxiety to 
the premier to find a way to appease 
the bitter hostility prevailing in wide 
circles o? the Irish population.

(1843-1899) 
Henry W. Lawton, one of the most 
gallant and daring of American gen­ 
erals, was born near Toledo, Ohio, 
M arch 17, 1843.

Lawton enrolled in the Methodist col 
lege hut at the outbreak ot the Cit ii 
W ar he enlisted with the Ninth Indi­ 
ana volunteers. 
By acts of bravery Lawton rose in 
promotion to the rank of colonel. 
While attending 
the

law 
school after the close of the w ar he 
was appointed lieutenant in the reg­ 
ular army. 
lie won great distinction 
as an Indian fighter and finally cap­ 
tured the notorious chief Geronimo, 
Iii tho Spani-h-Amerieau war, Gen­ 
eral Lawton commanded the division 
that stormed El Cany at Santiago.
